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Applicants respectfully submit the following written statement pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 
§ L133. 

On June 24, 2009, Applicants' US representative, Kristan Lansbery, and colleague Curtis 
Altmann participated in a personal interview with Examiner Marianne P. Allen regarding the 
captioned application. Applicant Wolfgang Berdel and Applicants' foreign counsel Albrecht 
Menges participated by phone. 

Applicant, Applicants' representative and the Examiner discussed the rejection of 
pending claims 19-20, 24, 26-37, 39 and 41 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, enablement, 
pending claims 19-21, 24, 26-27, 29, 31-37, 39 and 41 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph, 
written description; and claims 20-21, 39 and 41 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, 
indefiniteness. No art rejections were discussed, no exhibits were shown and demonstrations 
were not conducted. Applicants asserted that their proposed draft claims met the statutory 
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requirements for patentability and discussed post-filing references of record which further 
support the enablement and written description arguments. The participants also discussed 
proposed amendments to the claims provided by Applicants in the Interview Request form of 
June 11, 2009, and further discussed draft claims provided by the Examiner at the time of the 
Interview. Applicant and Applicants' representative indicated that they would consider the 
claims proposed by the Examiner and contact the Examiner with a response. 

In a phone conversation, Applicants' representative Kristan Lansbery authorized an 
extension of time and authorized the Examiner to enter the claims proposed by the Examiner in 
an examiner's amendment. A Notice of Allowance was mailed by the Office on July 10, 2009. 

Applicants thank the Examiner for the June 24 Interview and for her helpful comments 
provided during the Interview. Applicants further thank the Examiner for her helpful drafting of 
claims encompassing allowable subject matter prior to the interview.
